i have been associated with the American 

Animal Rights Movement for a number 

of years, and I have read a lot of 

ghastly stories regarding the use 


and abuse of animals in research through- 
out the world. However, I must say 
that nothing has ever jolted me as 
deeply as the news item I read in 
the May 1986 issue of The Animals! 
Agenda. 


According to this news item, the Canadian 
Animal Liberation Front (ALF) tried 
to break into the tightly secured 
University of Toronto's School of 
Dentistry to rescue some experimental 
animals from pain studies conducted 
there. The news item mentions that 
the activists' only knowledge of wnat 
is going on behind locked doors stems 
from studies published by researchers, 
-as ‘the peer-review system for monitoring 
the welfare of lab animals 
is closed to public 
it is taxpayer-funded."

According to these research publications, 
this is apparently what is going on 
behind those doors: 


The animals, mostly monkeys and cats, 
are used in taxpayer-funded pain studies 
in which paralytic drugs and stereotaxic 
devices (mechanical restraining devices 
used in precision experiments) are 
used to keep the animals still. Anesth- 
etics are used only during preparation 
for experiments, such as the implantation 
of electrodes into the animals' brains, 
according to Vicki Miller of ARK II, 
the- Canadian Animal Rights Network.

power struggle to get grants and excel. 


I am at the point where I feel that 
the goddamned human race does not 
deserve any anemity that comes from 
the brutal suffering of defenseless 
animals - AND THAT INCLUDES ME! E 
applaud the work of the ALF and will 
send them as large a cheque as I can 
afford to help them further their 
activity: they didn't succeed in the 
last raid on the dentistry lab, but 
there is always hope for the next 
time. 


Don't I know that demolishing university 


property is against the law? Haven't 
I heard that breaking into restricted 
areas of a building is against the 
law? Don't I know that trying to 
rescue those animals is really a form 
of theft, since they are the rightful 
property of the university? And haven't 
I ever heard that violence begets 
violence, and that mankind will only 
survive if we, as individuals, learn 
to live with each other in harmony,

Of course i have heard the above argu- 
ments, and, in some cases, they may 
even be true. However, my worle view 
has progressed to a point where i 
no longer feel the need to excuse 
the inexcusable just because a human 
being happened to be involved in it 
somehow. I feel no compunction what- 
soever to say that anyone making a 


living off the torture of other living 
things -— be they animals or people 
- deserves AT LEAST a dose of the 
same medicine. This goes for anyone 
extracting information from prisoners 
in military dictatorships to fledgling 
scientists in research labs playing 
around with totally defenseless creatures 
to test: such exotic news items as 
whether it does hurt to hit raw nerves 
in any part of the face, be it for 
‘tooth pain' or tic douloureux. There 
ARE a few respectable scientists, 
and those among them are slowly acknow- 
ledging the existence of alternative 
methods of testing pain or any other 
commodity in the field of medical 
science. There are computer models, 
and there are math models. And, above 
all, some of the findings have already 
been known since the dawn of mankind: 
they are merely repeated to 
reach ‘degrees of sophisticatior' 
in -a given study area and/or ensure 
the '‘'redundancy' so important to the 
hearts of scientists.

As for the researchers themselves: 
all I can really say is that I regret 
that I do not have the power to evoke 
a higher power to step in and give

the most primitive laws of the universe. 
T do wish that someone would get 
hold of them, put them into one of 
their own stereotaxic devices, preferably 
clamped to a couple of the most sensitive

Surveillance of the building had taken 


many months, and all of us had been 
inside at night on at least two -or 
three occasions, so we had put together 
extremely detailed maps of the upper 
floors. 

The target research laboratory was 
a major problem! First, we knew that 
the time between guard rounds was 
very short, secondly the response 
time by police had been estimated 
at approximately two minutes, which 
meant we'd be trapped in the building 
if we accidentally triggered an alarm 
and thirdly, the doors and the inside 
of the lab were under 24-hour video 


coverage. Despite all these obstacles 
the lab was felt to be such a hell-hole, 


that those involved in the planning 
voted unanimously to go ahead with 
the raid!

Dentistry break-in 


Vandals who broke into the Faculty of Dentistry sometime during the weekend of Feb. 15 
and 16 broke equipment, sprayed graffiti and smeared paint on floors, walls and elevator 
doors on the fourth and fifth floors of the faculty's old and new wings. Damage is estimated 
at $10,000. The office of Dr. Barry Sessle (above), associate dean of research, was a 
Particular target of the vandals, who identified themselves in the graffiti as the ALF (Animal 
Liberation Front). They also sprayed graffiti around the entrance way to the animal facilities 
James Kenyon, director of the Division of Laboratory Animal Science, says dentistry has at 
most 50 animals for research. Because of incidents such as that at dentistry, Kenyon says 
Security costs have escalated to $100,000 and it has become more difficult to getsome 
animals.

Farm Freedom Fighters 


he following press release was sent 
to the Support Group for immediate 
release: 
Animal Liberation at Mid-Atlantic 
Factory Farm! 
On Wednesday, June. 4, 1986, the Farm 
Freedom Fighters liberated 25 laying 
hens from a Mid-Atlantic battery egg 
operation. According to Farm Sanctuary, 
the spokesgroup for the liberators, 
this is the first. direct farm animal 
liberation ever conducted in the United 
States. 
Farm Sanctuary was alerted to the 
liberation when an anonymous caller 
contacted the group early Wednesday 
morning and identified himself/herself 


as a member. of the Farm Freedom Fighters. 
A videotape of the actual liberation, 


- crammed 


photographs and a detailed description 
of the liberation was left for Farm 
Sanctuary. The videotape contains 
footage of the liberators, the battery 
egg operation, and the hens. The 
tape also shows the liberators spray- 
painting slogans such as "Animal Ausch— 
witz" and ‘Battery cages are torture 
chambers'' on the walls of the hen 
warehouse. A note was left for the 
egg producers urging them to stop 
using battery cages. (Copies of the 


videotape and photographs are available 
upon request — contact: Farm Sanctuary, 
P.O. Box 37, Rockland, DE 19732, U.S.A.). 


The Farm Freedom Fighters targeted 
the egg industry because it is one 
of the largest abusers of farm animals. 
Over 95% of the eggs sold today 
produced in the battery cage system 
where four to five laying hens are 
into a bare wire cage commonly.

One cell from the Northern ALF raided

Animal rights protesters 
linked to U of T damage

The Animal Liberation Front 
has claimed responsibility for 
damaging areas of the dentistry 
building at, the University af 
Toronto during the weekend. 

The group said in a news re- 
lease that the laboratories of the 
“animal concentration camp" in 
the building at 124 Edward St. 
were severely damaged as part 
of its “economic sabotage cam- 
paign against the scum who tor- 
ture animals.” 

The statement said the group 
is protesting against the use of 
animals in experiments conduct- 
ed by the Faculty of Dentistry. 


Metro Toronto Police Staff- 
Sergeant Graham Everdell of 52 
Division said the damage, esti- 
mated at $1,000, was limited to 
the fourth and fifth floors of the 
building and was mostly graffiti 
spray-painted on elevator doors. 

The dean of the faculty, Dr. 
Richard TenCate, said the dam- 
age could run from $4,000 to $10,- 
000, depending on how difficult it 
will be to get the paint off doors 
and walls. 

“They were trying to get into 
the animal faculty we have up 
here, but they didn’t make it,” ` 
Dr. TenCate said. “So, instead, 
they damaged some other labs.”

In a recent article in the London 
(Ontario) Free Press (May 20, 1986), 
Peter Hamilton of the group Lifeforce 
denounced the Animal Liberation Front 
and tactics they use in the struggle 
against vivisectors and research. 
In reference to raids last year on 
the University of Western Ontario 
(where one rhesus monkey and three 
cats were liberated), Peter Hamilton 
rejected the use of militant tactics 
to expose cruelties and said such 


tactics "tarnish the image" of activists! 
One has to now wonder whose image 
Peter Hamilton and Lifeforce are more 
concerned with! In many cases, the 
only way to expose the '‘image' of 
the, “vivisiectors== iS — for) the ALF “to 
break into the labs and find out for 
themselves what's going on. Two ouch 
examples are the Head Injury Lab in 
Pennsylvania where 60 hours of the 
researchers videotapes were stolen 
in a raid, and the University of Western 
Ontario where photos and videotapes 
were taken by raiders previous to 
the liberation raid. Peter Hamilton/ 


Lifeforce now 'own' these latter photos 
and tapes, and make money from their 
distribution. The videotapes can't 
be shown unless Lifeforce has a part 


in their showing. 


So Mr. Hypocrite Hamilton now denounces 
the ALF even though he makes money 
as a direct result of their actions. 
He further says that the ALF ‘cause 
more damage to our campaigns than 
anything else', even though it is 
well-proved that without the clandestine 
raids the animal liberation movement 
would have never gained the awareness 
it now has among  socially—conscious 
peoples.
